G.S.R* 1875.—In exercise of the powers conferred by subjection (2) of section 
79 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government hereby makes 
the followoing rules further to amend the Baggage Rules, 1970, namely: — 

1- These rules may be called the Baggage (Second Amendment) Rules, 1970. 

2, In rule 8 of the Baggage Rules, 1970 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 
after the words “In respect of officers and members of the crew", the brackets, 
words, figure and letter ^(other than those specified in rule 8A)" shall be inserted. 

3. After rule 8 of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“8A- Special concession to certain category of officers and members of the 
crew .—(1) .Rules 4 and 9 shall not apply to any officer or member of the crew 
who was engaged prior to the 27th May, 1970, in a foreign-going vessel and who 
on or after that date had declared for the first time Ms baggage to the Master of 
the Vessel in accordance with the directions issued by such Master. 

(2) Any officer or member of the crew aforesaid may be allowed to import free 
of duty articles not exceeding eight hundred rupees in value, if the proper officer is,. 
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flatlsfted that such &rtictek' are for the use of the person Importing thfem or his 
.family or for making gifts or souvenlers: 

Provided that in the case of an officer ^6r*ti\member of the crew aforesaid 
who is finally paid off on termination Of his engagement for a period 
exceeding three months, the value of the articles which he may be 
allowed to Import free of duty subject to a maximum of one
